Brimberry trial delayed again 


tempting to impede the investigation by 
instructing Art Miller Jr. and Jerry 
Maeras to destroy records relating to 
their Stix accounts and subordinated 


The trial of Thomas Brimberry, 
alleged mastermind of the elaborate 
embezzlement scheme which destroyed 
the Stix and Co. brokerage firm, has 
been postponed for a second time. It 
was to have started today. 

The St. Louis trial, in which 
Brimberry, a former Granite Cityan, is 
charged with 11 counts of perjury dur- 
ing a grand jury investigation of the 


swindle, |was originally set for Aug. 8, 
but was postponed upon request from 
Brimberry’s attorneys. 

First rescheduled for today, the trial 
has been delayed until Nov. 21. 
Brimberty's attorneys requested the 
delay, citing health problems suffered 
by one of Brimberry’s attorneys as the 
reason. 

After being convicted in May of at- 


loans, Brimberry was sentenced in 
June to 10 years imprisonment. 

That case, tried in Alton, is being ap- 
pealed by Brimberry’s attorneys, 
Rodney De Villiers of Oklahoma and 
Lawrence Fleming of St. Louis. 


Quincy rezoning is endorsed 


‘At the request of Granite City Steel, 
the Granite City Planning Commission 
unanimously endorsed the reclassifica- 
tion of all of Quincy Street from R-3 
(single family residential zoning) to M- 
3 (heavy industrial) after a public hear- 
ing on the petition Thursday.

Ballew is named police . 
chief in Pontoon Beach | 


Press-; 

Pontoon Beach will have a new chief 
of police tomorrow night. Rosewell 
Bennett Jr., chief since 1972, has resign- 
ed the force to move to Florida. 

The new chief is expected to be Sgt. 
N. Chet Ballew, 36, a veteran of the 
village police force since April 1972. 
Ballew has been sworn in as acting 
police chief of Village Clerk Mary War- 
ren. 

The village board will meet at 7 p.m. 
Tuesday in village hall and is expected 
to confirm Ballew’s appointment by 
Village Board President Paul Bennett, 
brother of the former chief. The village, 
board president says he expects no op- 
position. 

Paul Bennett said his brother gave 
only about 10 days notice, but the board 
had expected some changes in the 
police department since the budget was 
drafted. ‘‘We knew last June we would 
have to lay a man off to make ends 
meet. We had an Aug. | deadline, but he 
(Chief Bennett) asked us to postpone 
that to Sept. 1 and said he was consider- 
ing making a move. 

“He then took a voluntary layoff so 
we wouldn’t have to lay anyone off,” 


Paul Bennett said. Rosewell Bennett 
resigned Sept. 2. He said his brother 
could return to duty when funds are 
available, but as a patrolman. 

Bennett noted, “I think Chet can han- 
dle the job. He can work with the peo- 
ple. We considered everyone on the 
police department for this appoint- 
ment.”’ 

Asked how he felt about the job, 
Ballew answered, ‘‘Great. I didn’t know 
I would get this appointment when he 
(Chief Bennett) left. You never know 
until the last minute."” 

Ballew said he is attempting to get his 
feet on the ground and is ‘‘still in the 
stage of trying to work up a plan to best 
suit the police department." 


The department has been undergoing’ 


changes all year. Former chief Harold 
Denham was made a sergeant when 
Paul Bennett abolished the rank of 
assistant chief after the last village 
election. 

Last week, Patrolman Michael 
Crouch resigned from the department, 
leaving one vacancy. ‘We're still one 
man short,” Village Clerk Mary War- 
ren noted. 

The department has been hampered 
by a fund shortage which resulted in the

An “informal’’ meeting of the 
Madison County Economic Commission 
Board of Directors Thursday night in 
the commission's office in Alton may 
have been illegal, according to the Il- 
linois Open Meetings Act. 

EOC Board Chairman John Ervin 
said prior to Thursday’s meeting that 
no members of the press would 
vited to the meeting. No action was 
taken, but the legality of the meeting 
still is questionable, according to 
Madison County Assistant State's At- 
torney Marshall “Zeke” Smith, who 
was asked by the Press-Record. 

A Press-Record reporter went to the 
Alton EOC office and attempted to at- 
tend the meeting, but was told by Ervin 
it was closed to the press and did not 
allow the reporter into the room where

$50 million 


sts for creating 520 more stu-

The SIU board, meeting at Edwards- 
ville, approved a $266.2 million 
operating budget for the university’s 
campuses at Edwardsville and Car- 
bondale and the office of the chancellor. 
The budget is based on state appropria- 
tions and anticipated non-appropriated 
income for Fiscal Year 1984, which 
began July 1. 

The budget reflects an-increase of 
$10.9 million, or 4.3 percent over last 
year, and is based on estimated income 
of $172.8 million from the state and $93.4 
million in non-appropriated funds. 

Of the state appropriat }, which ac- 
count for about 65 percent pf the total 
operating budget, the Carbgndale cam- 
pus will receive $121.8 million, an in- 
crease of 6.2 percent over last year, 
while the Edwardsville campus will 
receive nearly $50 million, an increase 
of 7.3 percent. The office of the 
chancellor will receive slightly more 
than $1 million, an increase of 4.9 per- 
cent. The figures include retirement 
fund contributions. 

The increase in state appropriated 
funds provides salary increases of ap- 
proximately 4.5 percent and cost in- 
creases of three percent. 

The budget includes funds to upgrade 
engineering programs, for research 
and instructional equipment, to im- 
prove instruction in high enrollment de- 
mand areas and to enhance programs 
for economic development, a total of 
$1.8 million for SIUC and $493,000 for 
SIUE. 

The state capital budget requests 
were among the lowest for the universi- 
ty system in recent years. The board 
had approved preliminary listings by 
each university in July and has now ap- 
Proved a system priority listing for sub- 
mission to the Illinois Board of Higher

win double-bunking suit

Madison County officials 
are expressing confidence 
that the county cah win the 
jail ‘‘double-bunking” suit 
filed against it by the Illinois 
Department of Corrections. 

“T don’t see how we can 
jose,”’ county buildings com- 
mittee chairman Herbert 
Milton, Granite City, said at 
his committee’s meeting last 
week. ‘‘They’re double-- 
bunking all over the country. 
How can they pick one coun- 
ty?” 

In addition, * Assistant 
State's “Attorney Marshall 
“Zeke Smith also says he 
likes ‘the county's chances of 
winning the suit. 

The county’s attempt to 
negotiate a settlement with 
the state failed last week. 
The DOC had filed the 
lawsuit in August 1982. 

Smith said the trial could 
take place any time between 
October and January, depen- 
ding or how hard the at- 
torney general’s office 
pushes the matter. Third 
Judicial Circuit Judge Philip 
Rarick will preside. 

The controversy stems 
from the practice of placing 
two prisoners in one cell 
block -- something which 
Madison County officials 
have been forced to do on 

* aecasion since the new jail 
opened in 1990. 

When two or more share a 
cell at the county jail, it is in 
violation of a state code 
which demands that each 
prisoner have 50 square feet 
of space. 

However, the state code 
only applies to jails built 
after the law was enacted, 
such as the new county jail. 

Meanwhile, older jails that 
may be in poorer condition 
than the new county jail are 
exempt from the new code. 

“We built a tip-top jail 
here, but unfortunately we 
built it too small,’ Smith 
aaid. “But in places like 
Carlinville, for instance, 
they’re crowding them into

what I'd consider a dungeon. 

The county jail has a 
capacity of 110 inmates when 
it does not double-bunk in- 
mates. 

Smith said that the law 
preventing double-bunking 
is questionable. 

“Something could be said 
for both sides, ‘but the law 
has to be cHanged, in my 
mind," Smith said. ‘‘I think 
the county's chance of winn- 
ing this is pretty good, but 
the legislature has to change 
this law, 

“Right now," he added, 
“the law is 100 percent 
against us.” 

‘Smith noted that the state 
standards regarding double- 
bunking actually go beyond 
federal restrictions. 

However, thé major com- 
plaint of county officials is 
that they havé been stuck 
with the code, while older 
jails in poor condition can 
squeeze as many prisoners 
in as possible 

In the county's last-ditch. 


effort to settle with the DOC 
in August, State’s Attorney 
Don Weber, made a three— 
part offer to the state. 

Weber told\the state that 
double-bunking would only 
be done when necessary, 
only with the prisoner’s con- 
sent — but only if the DOC 
dropped its lawsuit against 
the county. 


~ But when the DOC refused 

that offer, Smith said the 
trial was inevitable. Smith 
also added that he thinks the 
state is singling Madison 
County out on the double-- 
bunking issue. 

“It seems we're the only 
ones involved,” Smith said, 
“They're putting all of the 
heat on us.”

‘Tragedy reflects life's complexity 


There was extreme irony in last week's tragedy, 
which occurred in the Chain of Rocks Canal at a point 
near the Lewis and Clark Park. 

Four inmates of the East St. Loiis Community Cor- 
rectional Center were cleaning up trash at the state- 

‘ maintained park while they were under Illinois Correc- 
tions Department supervision. Several waded into the 
water, forming a human chain, to remove additional 
debris seen floating in the canal. 

One of the prisoners, 22 years old, who had served 
neatly two’ years for armed robbery and armed 
violence, stepped off a ledge into deep water and began 
to struggle to keep afloat. 

Another prisoner, 24, had served one year for volun- 
tary manslaughter and would have become eligible for 
parole Sept. 19. Although an outcast from the general 
citizenry due to his past conduct, he responded to the 


situation by swimming into the current and trying to 
save his drowning companion 

‘The older inmate failed to remain on the surface, and 
gave up his own life in the rescue attempt. The other 
members of the work party were returned to the deten- 
tion facility. Within five hours, the bodies of both vic- 
tims iad been recovered from the water 

‘The tragedy was at an end, adding another chapter 
to the history of community and governmental projects 
assigned to those in the pre-release program 
(prisoners who have less than six months remaining to 
serve tn prison) - 

But the series of events on Sept. 7 will live on as an il- 
lustration of the complex nature of life and people 
Society may have given up on R. C. McNeal, and with 
‘some justification. But he had not given up on himself, 
and tried valiantly to perform an act of kindness and 
heroism. 


Is U.S. justice too slow? 


Chief Justice Warren Burger rarely misses an op- 
portunity to complain about the endless cycle of ap- 
peals which the courts are allowing to delay final judg- 
‘ment in criminal cases. 

‘To his catalog of flagrant examples he can now add 
the case of Jimmy Lee Gray, who was recently ex- 
ecuted in the Mississippi gas chamber for a murder 
committed in 1976. . 


Gray was convicted of sexually abusing a 3-year-old 
girl and then drowning her in a mud puddle and throw- 
ing her body off a bridge. At the time, he was on parole 
from a sentence in Arizona for murdering a 16-year-old 
girl. : 

Defense lawyers kept Gray’s case shuffling through 
the state and federal court system for seven years. It 


was reviewed by more than 50 judges and went before 
the U.S. Supreme Court four times. 

‘The appeals were based on issues of law and pro- 
edure. At no time was there any dispute over whether 
Gray had done what he was accused of doing. 

Now, what do we make of a judicial system that in- 
volves 50 different judges in the process of convicting 
and punishing a criminal and takes seven years to do 
it? 

Toward the end, even Gray’s mather was urging 
state officials to let the death sentence be carried out. 

The Bill of Rights calls for speedy trials in criminal 
cases, and forbids cruel and unusual punishment 
There is reason to question whether our indecisive 
criminal justice system is capable of meeting its con- 
stitutional responsibilities. i

Meanwhile, evidence is getting |old.- Witnesses’ 
memories are fading. Property owned by Brimberry is 
being sold. All in_all, the chance for 4 fresh, complete 
and fair trial is fading with time

multipurpose building at SIU-Edwardsville after State. 
Sen. Sam Vadalabene (D-Edwardsville). 

The building will officially be known as the Sam M 
Vadalabene Center for Health, Recreation and 
Physical Education. 

Kind of a long name, but we are sure the students and 
faculty will come up with a nickname, such as the 
Vadalabene Center. Vadalabene is tickled pink. “It's 
quite an honor having a building named after you,” he 
told the Press-Record. ‘‘That has to be the greatest 
thing that happened to anybody.”” 

In order to name the building after the hard-working 
legislator who fought so hard for its funding, the SIU 
Board had to delete its restriction which forbid. the 
naming of a building after a living ‘public’ person.

A public release by the university said, *“The growth 
and development of Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville has been intertwined with the public ser- 
vice career of Sen. Sam M. Vadalabene. Sen. 
Vadalabene's interest in the university, its endeavors 
and initiatives is well known. 

“Over the years, he has supjorted legislation 
beneficial to the development of SIUE — legislation 
providing the physical facilities and operating funds 
necessary for the institution to servd the southwestern 
region of Illinois. Even in difficult t}mes, as in recent 
years of limited state resources, Sen. Vadalabene has 
never wavered in his belief in the vajue of SIUE to the 
region nor in his commitment to assist the university in 
the accomplishment of its mission.

I didn’t hear 
one complaint, however, 
when I was asked how I 
knew when cuts of pork too 
thin to use a thermometer 
with were done. So I thought 
that maybe more than one 
person was wondering but 
didn’t want to ask. 

The National Pork Pro- 
ducer’s Council has had ex- 
tensive research done on 
preparing pork cuts at dif- 
ferent temperatures and 
time periods. These are the 
results they found in moist 
heat cooking methods, 

Braising: Chops, fresh, 4 
to 1% inches, 45 to 60 
minutes; spareribs, 1'2 


hours; backribs, 1% hours; 
country-style ribs, 1% to 2 
hours; tenderloins- whole, Ye 
to 1 Ib., 45 to 60 minutes, slic- 
ed, % inch, 30 minutes; 
shoulder steaks, % inch, 45 
to 60 minutes; cubes, 1 to 1% 
inches, 4 to 60 minutes. 

Cooking in liquid: Fresh 
spareribs, country-style 
ribs, hocks, 2 to 2% hours; 
smoke¢-nam, country or 
country-style, 10 to 16 Ibs., 
4% to 5 hours; half, 5 to 8 
Ibs., 3 to 4 hours; arm picnic 
shoulder, 5 to 8 Ibs., 3% to4 
hours; shoulder roll, 2 to 4 
Ibs., 2 to 2% hours; and 
hocks, 2 to 2% hours.

When a public body does not comply 
with the Open Meetings Act, any per- 
son, including the state’s attorney of the 
county in which such non-compliance

Governor vetoes bill 
to limit disclosures 


Governer James R. 
Thompson has vetoed 


legislation that would raise’ 


the threshold for reporting 
election contributions and 
litures. 

Senate Bill 682 amends the 
Campaign Disclosure Law 
by doubling the threshold for 
the reporting of contribu- 
tions and expenditures dur- 
ifg any 12-month period 
ftom $150 to $300 and for ac- 
ceptance by local, state, 
State Central or County Cen- 
tral Committees of contribu- 
tions or grants or spending 
during amy, 12-month period 
from $160 to $300 and for ac- 
ceptange by local, state, 
State Central or County Cen- 
tral Committees of contribu- 
tions or grants or spending 
during any 12-month period 
from $1,000 to $2,000. 

“*Tt is) position that the 

appropi method of pro- 
tecting S@gainst campaign 
improp is to provide 
substantial. disclosure,"’ 
‘Thom i said in his veto 
message. ‘‘Raising 
thresholds to $300 would 
decrease disclosure, 
especially in loca¥ elections 
where total campaign 
biidgets often do not exceed 
a@ few thousand dollars. The 
relaxation that Senate Bill 
682 provides is not consistent 
with that rationale.” 

The governor vetoed 
similar legislation last year. 
‘The méasure now returns to 
the General Assembly for 
possible action on the gover- 
nor’s veto. 

: In other action, the gover- 
nor signed: 

+House. Bill 404, which 
allows ‘the Department of 
‘Trans tion to lease or 
permit the use of any lands, 
rights iff {ind or property in- 
tetest for development of 
hydropower for up to 50 
year. The measure is needed 
to allow four municipalities 
to sell bonds for the develop- 


ment of hydropdwer 
facilities. The four projects 
involve Peru at the starved 
Rock Dam, Rockdale at 
Brandon Road Dam, Chan- 
nahon at Dresden Island and 
Marseilles at the Marseilles 
Dam. Currently, IDOT can- 
not lease for more than five 
years. 

The bill is effective im- 
mediately. 

—House Bill 385, which re- 
quires townships and 
municipalities with popula- 
tions under 500,000 to 
distribute a share of per- 
sonal property replacement 
funds to library districts. 

About 189 of the 600 public 
libraries in the state do not 
receive replacement funds, 
even though they received 
revenues from the now 
outlawed personal property 
taxes. This bill allows those 
189 libraries to receive a 
share of the replacement 
taxes proportional to the 
amount those ‘districts 
received from personal pro- 
perty taxes.

While state legislatures 
and education. officials, like 
those in Ilinois, are discuss- 
ing the concept of more and 
mandatory homework in 
schools, Dr. Paul Randolph, 
president of the Illinois Op- 
tometric Association, says 
the visual stress of 
schoolwork may be causing 
many children to become 
nearsignted. Proper precau- 
tions, however, can 
minimize the difficulties of 
too much visual stress. 

Dr. Randolph, of DeKalb, 
says that a small portion of 
the nearsigntedness in 
children has heriditary 
cause, but the remainder is 
generally the result of 
stress. Optometric studies 
show that three percent of 5- 
to 9year-olds are near- 


sighted. This increases to 
eight percent of 10- to 12- 
year-olds and to more than 
17 percent of teenagers. 

The eye stress, according’ 
to Dr. Randolph, is the result 
of the fact that eyes are 
made for distance seeing. 
They'exert extra effort to 
focus on close work. To com- 
pensate for visual stress dur- 
ing prolonged periods of 

lose; work, a child's eyes 
may gradually adjust to 
near focusing and good 
distance vision may be lost. 

Parents can help minimize 
visual stress by providing 
proper lighting for reading 
and studying. For desk 
lighting, Dr. Randolph 
recommends a 100-watt 
shaded bulb. Desk lighting 
should be no more than three 


times brighter than room 
lighting and should be posi- 
tioned to avoid casting 
shadows on the book. Dr, 
Randolph also recommends 
that parents: 

—Discourage reading in 
bed or while lying on other 
furniture or on the floor. Do, 
however, encourage fre- 
quent breaks during long, 
periods of concentration to 
look out the window of 
around the room. 

—Plan time for outdoor ac+ 
tivities involving distance vi- 
sion. Even a simple game of 
tag helps relax the eyes, ac+ 
cording to Dr. Randolph. 

—Throughout the schoo} 
years, parents should have 
chilren’s eyes examined an- 
nually, said Dr. Randolph. If 
a child is developing a

Other than accidents, 
leukemia is the number one 
killer of children, accotding 
to the Leukemia Society of 
America, Inc., with offices in 
St. Louis. 


There are many forms of 
the disease, each specific 
type being diagnosed micro- 
scopically. Among the types 
is the acute form that lasts 
but a few weeks and ter- 
minates fatally. It is 
associated with rapid onset, 
marked anemia, hem- 
morhage and severe infec- 
tions. 

Chronic leukemia lasts for 
many years and people have 
been known to live for 20 
years or more with chronic 
leukemia. Granuloctic 
(myeloid, myelocytic, 
myelogenous)-these include 
the most frequently en- 
countered leukemias and are 
associated with increases in 
the number of white blood 
cells known as the 
leukocytes. 

“Mrs. Signorrelli was born 
in Wisconsin and was 
brought to Madison by her 
parents when she was 2 mon- 
ths old. She attended 
Madison schools and 
graduated from Madison 
High School in 1962.

After the chemotherapy 
treatment, Mrs. Signorrelli 
lost her natural blond hair, 
which later grew back in a 
brunette shade. 

She attributes her living 
past the projected two mon- 
ths to the treatment and 
medications she has receiv- 
ed, and the early detection of 
the disease. 

During a telethon in 
Houston that raised $450,000, 
Mrs, Signorrelli appeared on 
the televised event on behalf 
of leukemia victims.

Rep. Zwick said, ‘Sexual 
harassment of students 
creates an intimidating, 
hostile and offenive educa- 
tional environment and can 
seriously affect their educa- 
tional progress.” She noted 
that the House Rape Study 
‘Committee has reported on a 
number of cases of sexual 
harassment of students and 
the resistance of the school 
administration to respond to 
the problem. 

Rep. Barbar Flynn Currie 
(D-Chicago), Commission

The Madison County 
paratransit program, 
started just last year, has 
grown so fast the county 
transit board is now having 
to take measures to limit it. 

The paratransit program 
was begun by the transit 
board last July, to provide 
supplemental funding to 
local transportation projects 
being hurt by cutbacks in 
state and federal funding. 
The board spent $240,000 on 
the program the first year, 
and, in January, estimaed 
costs would go down this 
year. 

This year the program ex- 
panded again as additional 
entities, including Col- 
linsville’s senior citizen shut- 
tle bus service, applied for 
paratransit funding. 
Budgeted was $350,000 for 
the program, but recently, at 
its monthly meeting, the 
transit board had to increase 
that figure to $595,000. 

Transit district manager

Watters says waterway New Beginning store. 


users should pay cost 
of all improvements

“It is not likely that any 
serious consideration will be 
given to much needed im- 
provements in our water- 
ways until a cost recovery 
system is in place,” Howard 
A. Watters, deputy maritime 
administrator for Inland 
Waterways and Great Lakes 
told attendees at an inland 
waterways conference 
recently. 

Watters elaborated on his 
statement by saying that this 
stance was-not a threat, but 
rather a description of the 
current state of financing for 
water projects. Watters 
spoke on behalf of his agency 
— the Maritine Administra- 
tion — and the Ad 
ministration, when he 
delivered the keynote ad- 
dress kicking off the First In- 
ternational Inland Water- 
ways Conference and ame 
Show, held in Louisville, Ky. 

Watters said that the a 
ministration offers three 
reasons for its position) on 
user taxes, “two major 
philosophical reasons,” and 


one “‘very practical one.” 
The administration’s first 
justification for cost sharing, 
according to Watters, is 
fairness. “It is only simple 
justice that profit-making 
businesses should pay for 
their share of the facilities 
they use, rather than having 
the general taxpayers 
assume their costs," he said. 
Secondly, Watters said the 
“free marketplace” should 
be used for determining 
which facilities should be 
built and maintained. Deci- 
sions of water projects 
should be “undistorted by 
excessive subsidization,” 
because, according to Wat- 
ters, “we can’t afford the 
pork barfel anymore.” 
Finally, Watters said, the 
federal government can no 
longer afford to pay the en- 
tire cost of waterway pro- 
jects. The cost for needed 
system improvements now 
amounts to “‘billions, rather 
than millions of dollars.”” 
Watters suggested that the 
amount of attention the 
watersays industry is 
devoting to increases in user 
taxes is keeping the industry 


from confronting the real 
problem of inefficiencies in 
the waterways system. He 
noted that the lengthy time 
period required for initiating 
new projects has conc- 
tributed to the deterioration 
of the older structures. 

The three-day conference 
at which Watters spoke was 
attended by a wide range of 
representatives from barge 
companies, shipyard and 
repair facilities, , shippers 
and other related 
businesses. The conference:

Planning ahead cuts income tax 


Budgeting, economizing 
and~planning are sensible 
ways to save money. The In- 
ternal Revenue Service 
wants taxpayers to realize 
that,, while there are not 
bargains or discounts on 
taxes, there ‘are legal ways 
‘to.cut down on taxes. 

The secret to ‘‘a penny 
saved"’.on taxes is good plan- 
ning. The IRS has prepared 
this question and answer list 
te alert taxpayers. to the 
imoney-saving benefits of 
good tax planning. 

Q. If you had to sum up in 
just a few words how all tax- 
Payers could get the most 
tax “breaks” what would 
yousay? 

‘A. Keep good records all 
year. 

Even if you’ve always filed 

the 1040A, or short form, and 
have’never been required to 
bave more than your W-2 at 
tax time, your cir- 
cumstances could change 
during the year and you 
night want to itemize deduc. 
tions, for example. 
- Q. I've never had: book- 
keeping — { don’t know how 
to begin to keep good 
records. Do 1 have to keep 
ledgers and records like 
that? 

A. A good recordkeeping 
System is'one that works for 
you! To be good, a system 
need not be formal or in a 
ledger, although for some 
people, that is a good 
system. 

A manila envelope or shoe 
box set aside in January for 
receipts and records, mark- 
ed “Taxes” .and the year, 
and kept for at least four 
years, is a good system for 
many 
"SQ, Where do I begin? I 
don’t know the first thing 
about tax planning. 

A. If you have large 
‘vestments — stocks, bonds, 
real estate holdings, for ex- 
‘ample — you might want to 
Jook into a professional in- 
vestment or tax counselor. 
In that case, be as choosy as 
you would in selecting a doc- 
dor or other professional 

Q. How can I figure how 
‘much tax I have to pay? 

A. Tax is based on taxable 
inéome, that is, all of your in- 
‘come, minus such things as 
moving expenses, dividend 
‘exclusions, excess itemized 
deductions, etc. The idea is 
to keep your taxable income 
to a minimum, and do it 
legally, or to take advantage 
of allowable tax credits, 
which directly reduce the 
amount of tax owed. 

Q. What are some of the 
tax credits available to 
reduce my taxes? 

A. There are a number of 


credits, but of course, not, 


everyone qualifies for every 
eredit. 


Among those available are 
,Child and Dependent Care, 
Earned Income, Credit for 
the Elderly, Political Con- 
tributions, residential 
Energy, and overpaid Social 
Security Tax. 
: Q. What are some ways to 
teduce my adjusted gross in- 
come? 

A. The following are only 
some of the ways for persons 
in certain situations to 
reduce adjusted gross in- 
come:

If you are a married cou- 
ple and both work, generally 
you may reduce your income 
by 5 percent of the qualified 
earned income of the spouse 
with the lesser earnings up 
to $1,500. 

If you itemize deductions, 
reduce income by the excess 
of $2,300 if you're single; 
$3,400 if you’re married, fil- 
ing @ joint return; or $1,700 if 
you're married, filing 
separately 


If in business for yourself 
(not an employee of someone 
else), deduct expenses incur- 
red in your trade or 
business. 

When traveling away from 
your home and business, 
deduct the cost of meals, 
lodging and traveling ex- 
penses. 

If reimbursed for job 
connected expenses, deduct 
the amount of the expense. 

For those who are ‘‘outside 
salespersons,’ deduct the 
job-related expenses. 

If divorced and paying 
alimony, deduct the amount 
of the alimony 

When renting, reduce in- 
come by the expenses of 
keeping the property. 

If working overseas, 
deduct up to $75,000 of your 
foreign earned income, plus 
certain amounts based on 
foreign housing costs. 


Q. How can I get informa- 
tion on these credits and ad- 
justments to income to see if 
I qualify? 

A. You can write to the In- 
ternal Revenue Service and 
ask for free Publication 910, 
“Taxpayer's Guide to IRS 
information and 
Assistance.” 

It lists the publications 
IRS will.send you on request, 
and also contains an 
alphabetical list of topics 
with references to particular 
publications in which that in- 
formation appears. 

Q. Is it really legal for me 
to try to pay less tax? 

A. Generally, yes. While 
there are rules about paying 
taxes, there are also alter- 
natives for paying less tax, 

Much depends on your 
motives and methods. Those 
who are devious and set out 
to defraud the government 
are not acting legally, and 
the penalties for this are 
severe. 

The right idea is to pay 
what you owe — no more, no 
less. 

Q. Why must I prove I’m 
right? Does the IRS 
automatically think I cheat? 

A. The IRS does not 
automatically assume that 
taxpayers cheat. It does ex- 
pect taxpayers to fulfill their 
legal obligation of keeping 
adequate records to support
